FRENCH NAVAL DIVISIONS, 
——— 


A French decree dated April 5 abolishes the 
naval divisions of the Far East, Cochin China, 
the Indian Ocean, and the Pacific, substituting 
for them a naval force of the Eastern Seas, 
This comprises a squadron. in two divisions, 
light. sea-poing vessels and river gunboats for 
coast and ‘river service, torpedo-boats and 
submarine vessels, a reserve division consisting 
chiefly of coast defence ironclads, and, lastly; 
transports, This measure is expected to remedy 
the defectofthe present system af divisions which 
are too numeraus, too weak and too costly. 
The new divisions will be composed of strong 
and swift men-of-war Starting periodically from 
France on visits to the various points where she 
has ‘political. and economic interests, The 
whole of these vessels will be placed under the 
command of a Vice-Admiral, seconded by ay. 
Rear-Admiral. It is pointed out that, though |’ 
this Fleet will operate over a vast area, it will 
be able to reach a given point in Eastern waters 
in a good deal less time than was occupied 
during the recent Chinese crisis in sending 
reinforcemerits. from home, Moreover; says 
the Tenips; the real ‘naval region of interest 
outside of Chinese and ‘Japanese waters is 
entirely included’ within the triangle formed by |
